The move from 7415 continues. Even though a few poor souls still insist on battling it out with the 
VOA-7405 and WEWN-7425 splatter (not to mention VOA Botswana on 7415), much activity in 
the lasi couple of months has been in the 7460-7475 range. But even this new frequency range ii 
nol without some drawbacks. Kol Israel will operate until March 6, 1994 on 7465 in various 
languages from about 1600 lo 2300 sign off. WEWN (a.k.a. "We're Every Where How") inhabits 
7465 from 0500 'til the wee hours of the morning. 7475 is home to the powerhouse signal of 
Radiodiffusion Tunisienne, but ihis channel is usually clear between 2300 and 0500. Also, much 
of the Spanish language traffic that used lo inhabit Che 7415 area has now moved into the 7460- 
7475 range. Nairobi Meieo (Kenya) is now running RTTY on about 7465, and often leaves an 
open Cameron when nol transmitting. And, finally. Radio Sofia, Bulgaria booms in here on 7455 
much of the evening in various languages, splattering over 5 kHz either tide. 1 hate to be the 
prophet of gloom and doom, but 1 suspect it will only be a matter of time before this frequency 
range is rendered unusable for the pirale broadcaster. 

Peie Moss of KICK says io look for their first broadcast sometime before the New Year. Pete has 
been busy building, as he put it, a "state of the in" production studio, and just hasn't had a chance 
to get that ftrsl show on the air. We'll be looking for it, Pete. Cap'n Eddy of The Radio Airplane 
sez to expect to find them on the air about once per month from October (that's last month as you 
read this) through the resl of the Fall and Winter. The Airplane also hopes to take to the skies twice 
during December and January, so keep an eye on 7460 and 7465. A call from Dick Pislek of die 
North American Pirate Relay Service (N APRS) says they have been relaying the Russian pirate 
Romantic Space Radio. The last broadcast was on 6295 but, alas, the only thing I heard was an 
NAPRS announcement. And, yes, WEED still uses Box 605. 

T. J. "Skip" Arey writes to inquire about "the itory" on Radio DC. Well, Skip, I'm a little 
uncertain what "story" you arc referring to, but whal I can tell you about Radio DC is thai they do 
QSL re porn in the ACE, and it teems that they have not been on in a few months. However, 
anytime there are national elections in the U.S, is a good time lo try for them. Hope this answers 
your question. Skip.

This month, we take a look at one of the more widely heard pirates recently - the pro-marijuana, 
anti-establishment pirate WEED. WEED Radio started test broadcasts in tale 1991 and early 1992, 
with the first documented reception by Harry Helms of San Diego on March 29, 1992 at 0729 
UTC. According to Station Manager Johnny Smoke, "It was late at night here and we were testing 
our equipment. Needless to say, we were excited to hear the report on 'Signals' the following 
weekend of this reception. We knew nothing about pirate radio and really didn't care because out 
here in die West we never heard much worth listening to*. The WEED format had been developed 
months before and everyone involved was excited to be on the air. Johnny continues, "We would 
get our 'radio checks' (hanks to 'Signals' and that's all we needed." 

Since the beginning, strong signals have been a WEED virtue. Not only do they provide the West 
with a strong, clear, alternative station, but apparency the East Coast gets a regular ear full of the 
WEED as well. This thrilled the WEED staff since they use, in their words, "very low power 
outputs". One has to wonder just how "low" this power output is, since WEED just received 2 
reception reports from New Zealand! 

WEED has been providing shortwave listeners with, as one listener wrote "Surreal commentary on 
the insanity of (he drug war". You won't finil any bleeding heart liberals at WEED, which supports 
a Libertarian philosophy. Hardcore WEED listeners (of which there are many) know that Johnny 
and his cohorts try to be anything bul politically correct. Past broadcasts have voiced outrage with 
the war on drugs, the Waco. Texas/Branch Davidiaiu tragedy, Randy Weaver, or as Johnny puts 
it, "Whatever happens to be stuck in our craw that day". Johnny continues, "Many a late night out 
there on the 4 1 meter band (here has been some poor SWLcr tuning around trying to find WEWN. 
WWCR, VOA, or whatever and has stopped at our broadcasts on 7415 or 7465 and said lo 
themselves "What is that crap?" To tell the truth, we never care all thai much if people like us or 
not, and we don't feel we have to change anything if someone somewhere says (hey think we 
stink! Turn off the radiol Ha! Hal". 

WEED is definitely a station that only a hard-core listener (one that has heard every show, 
according lo Johnny) can truly define. One thing, however, that is a constant theme in WEED 
programming is pro-legalization of marijuana, and lots of what Johnny calls "Wierd and sometimes 
obnoxious music. Lois of new & old stuff or whatever we like or feel is appropriate for the lime". 

Ai first, WEED solicited reception reports through the Radio Hobby Online (RHO) BBS. After 
many months, the station hooked up with a maildrop and QSLs began to appear in DXeri' 
mailboxes (sec ihe cover of this month's bulletin). Johnny says, "We realize thai we caused a lot of 
listeners.. .frustration wilh Ihe delay of the RHO BBS QSL requests, but, at the same time, who 
were ihey listening lo while they wailed? Ha! Hal". 

Everyone who posted reports on Ihe RHO BBS should have received a "Nuns With Guns/ Quality 
And Nutrition With Good Tasie" QSL by now. However, if for some chance there is someone out 
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ihere who has no[ received iheirs, followups can now be scm to ihe WEED maildrop of; P.O. Bon 
605. Hunuville, AL 35804. The station is also interested in copies of any articles about WEED or 
loggings that appear in DX bulletins. In case anyone wonders why they use large envelopes and 
pay extra postage to mail their QSLs, it's because Ihe station personnel feel thai, if Ihcy were to 
receive QSLs, they would warn them unfolded. The staff of WEED hope everyone is pleased wilh 
their QLSs and says that color QSL sheets are currently being developed. 

At present, WEED broadcasts on 7465 USB (AM on rare occasion) and is considering new 
frequencies since WEWN look over [he late nighl time slol. Johnny remarks, "It's funny thai 
WEWN should start transmitting there jusi as we were establishing our stronghold on 7465. 
Maybe the FCC is selling airtime on that frequency extra cheap just lo shut us upl They sure did a 
nice job to 7415. It's a wasteland there now". 

The staff at WEED want everyone to know that they appreciate all ihe reception reports and kind 
words they have received on past broadcasts. When asked if Iherc was any one listener whose 
reports they especially liked, Johnny said "Yeah. The crazy stuff we get from Gigi Lytic. She's 
one wierd Grandma...".

He 
seemed quite eager to receive my reception report Captain Willy, if you're reading (his, I am quite 
eager to receive a WVOL QSL. WNOT - No QSL received here, after about 2 yean of waiting. A 
few folks have received QSLs in prompt order, bul most (including myself) have not. Perhaps The 
Amazing Mumford will decide to amaze us with WNOT QSLs, which were promised a long time 
ago. WKIK - This guy verifies one report, because it was the first received, then does nothing 
with the rest of ihe reports he receives, and goes so far as to write the one fellow he QSL'd (Eric 
Suter) to ask for the QSL backl XERK - 1 have tent Wild Steve several reception reports over the 
last 2 years wilh no response. I have asked several people, all of whom say Wild Sieve is a reliable 
QSLer, about this. Does anyone have an alternate route to XERK's announced Pittsburgh drop for 
QSLS? Strangely, a few months ago, he sends Terry Provance the "last ever XERK QSL"II Wild 
Steve, could you please at least verify my long-outstanding report before you quit QSLlng? And 
last, but certainly not least, ihe standard by which all non-QSLen are judged. Alliance For Free 
Radio - After over 2 years, repeated followups, and all manner of pleas and cajoling, Radio 
Animal can't seem to get around to answering the reception reports he received. What makes this 
even more mind-boggling is ihe fact that at least twice in the last year, AFR's maildrop operator 
his written to Radio Animal offering to print up the QSLs ai no charge. Radio Animal's response? 
• he'll be doing the artwork for ihe QSLs "soon". Go figuitl 

Now it's time for a different son of gripe. Most of us know thai it is not at all uncommon for a 
pirate lo take several months or longer to QSL. One DXer and ACE member recently reported lo I 
nation that uses Box 605. Followup reports from this DXer turned showing up in the box the very 
next week asking "Where's my QSL?". Sometimes 2 or 3 reports i week, a couple of timet 2 a 
day! This DXer has since been putting out word that it took many followups to get this QSL 
(which, by the way, look only 3 months or to) and thai f/ups didn't really mean followups, it 

meant f ups by the maildrop operator I Let's all remember lo use discretion and patience (and in 

this particular case, a Valium or two) when reporting to pirate radio nations. And il never does any 
good to slander the good name of a maildrop.

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European 41/48-meter pirates 

Last month, I covered some of the European pirates that broadcast in nonstandard pirate bands. 
As you might expect (especially if you read last month's column), this month it's time to cover 
European pirates in the standard frequency bands~4I and 48 meters. 

Ireland 

The 24-hour daily station, Dun Laoghaire Local Radio, from near Dublin has been off Die air for 
die past few months. They had been running 100 watts on 6226 kHz and were one of the easiest 
Earopirate catches for North American listeners. They're presently off the air, but it seems to be 
:nore as a result of technical difficulties than that they plan to stay off of shortwave. On a positive 
sole, the regular pirate. Jolly Roger Radio on 6229 kHz is no longer receiving interference from 
DLR. 

The other easy catch from Europe, Radio Caroline, also went off the air (at the end of July). 
Tins is the same Radio Caroline that began broadcasting off the coast of England in the mid 

KOs. I have no idea if they plan to return via their Irish transmitters or not. Otherwise, the only 
•*er regular station from Ireland is Radio Stella International. Nearly every weekend, RSI can be 
icard in Europe on 3945, 7446, and 1 1413 kHz. In the past, I had the best luck with hearing 
Stella on 7446 kHz. One long-time pirate is Ozone Radio International (formerly West-side Radio) 
with announcer Prince Terry, who has been opting for 6277 kHz over 6283 kHz recently. 



UK 

As usual, free radio is alive and well in the United Kingdom. Unfortunately, most of the UK 
faates use extremely low power (usually 10 to 20 watts) from battery-powered portable 
saosmitters. Thus, the antennas arc also often makeshift and signals are rather weak and difficult 
c hear out of the Isles. I've even heard that one station (Radio Pamela, I believe) has used a wire 
+-arr as an antenna! As a result, the stations to hear in North America are Weekend Music Radio 
Scotland) and Live Wire Radio. Neither has been very active lately, but both use higher powered 
eaaipment and are apt to reactivate for the holidays. 
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One of the weekly British stations is Radio Atlantis on 6400 kHz, which features music 
programs and relays of the disability- related station, Radio Ability. The other weekly station 
active is the new WGAS— World's Greatest Anorak Station (which seems like a bit of a con«. : 
name to me), which has been testing on 6475 kHr. 

Of course, many regular non-weekly stations are also audible from the UK. One old fa - - : 
is Britain Radio International on 7365 and 6234 kHz with between 50 and 130 watts. Other tha: 
WMR and LWR, BRJ is probably the next-best bet for a UK station to be heard in North 
America. Another station that's over 10 years old and has a large following is Radio East Coai 
Commercial, which can periodically be heard on 6255 kHz. 

The Free Radio Service London uses a number of frequencies in (he 6200-6290 area, anc 
they have no set schedule. Highland Radio International has been testing from Scotland with v 
amateur transceiver (not a common practice In Europe). Radio Merlin International have sun 
several busts and court cases and are thus not as active on 6239 kHz as they had been about 2 
years ago. Radio Orion, the station that went for years without missing a Sunday broadcast no - 
broadcast irregularly as a result of a lack of listener response. Radio Pamela has been active ;■ 
various times with relays of their FM pirate service. One new station. Radio Pandora has alie 
been heard recently testing on 7428 kHz. 

Holland 

Holland is the other huge force in European pirate radio. Unlike Ireland, which has a handful : 
daily or weekly pirates, there are many Dutch pirates that broadcast anywhere from very 
infrequently to several times per month. When I think of pirate radio from Holland, I first thr 
of Radio Orang Utan and Free Radio Service Holland (FRS Holland). These pirates have boi" 
been on for well over a decade and arc extremely well known. Radio Orang Utan has been "■ 
all over the world on its normal frequency of approximately 6200 kHz (I have 2 QSLs from 
them!). FRS Holland is much less active (only a few broadcasts per year are made), but the 
programs are well known for being very professional and interesting. 

Otherwise, two other old, well-known Dutch pirates are the Radio Deltas— one in Ruurlc l 
the other in Elburg. The Delta in Elburg experiments frequently on 41 and 19 meters, and tfr: 
from Ruurlo operates on 6200 and 6275 with as much as 1000+ watts! However, I have see- 
almost no reports from the Deltas in North America -maybe that will change this year!

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Radio Lowland International was raided by Ihe Dutch equivalent of die FCC a few months 
ago, but they relumed in August with very good signals and modulation. Some of the other Dutch 
pirates active recenUy include: Radio X on 6205 and 6284 kHz; Transatlantic Radio on 6242 
kHz; Radio Silverbird on 6220 kHz; Radio Pluto on 6219, 6270, and 6289 kHz; Radio San tana 
on 6555; Radio Diamond on 621 1 kHz; and Radio Kontakt on 6206 kHz. 

Miscellaneous 

No, that's not all of the countries in Europe-I still have Sweden, Spain, Germany, Belgium, 
France, and Russia to cover. But rather than spread the DX Clipboard ail over the ACE, I'll stick 
to my two (or just slightly over two) pages. 

I received a letter from Iguana Trifilc Recordings a few days ago: "The reason I'm writing is 
to tell you that Iguana Trifle Recordings is offering afire CD to any pirate station that is 
interested. The CD is 10 songs in the latest in 'alternative' music. It's by Chicago's thickest 
band. The Hidden, entitled 'Stop. I'm Bleeding. ' All one must do is send us their QSL card and 
anything else to prove that the station exists or still exists. In return, we'll send them a CD. This 
is to show Iguana Trifle's support of free radio. ' 

What a nice letter and offer, huh? I'm guessing thai by "alternative" music, they mean the 
stuff played on college radio, not Canado- Indonesian hose flute music. If you want to show your 
support of Iguana Trifle Records for showing their support for our scene, write: Iguana Trifle 
Recordings, P.O. Box 517, Algonquin, IL 60102.

CUBAN CLANDESTINE ANALYSIS IN MIA MI NEWSPAPER 

ACE member Mark Seiden of Florida sends in a fascinating Miami ll'.'iald article that anah zs 
the recent South Florida anti-Castro clandestine situation. It ran under Alfonso Chardy's by - 
on the front Metro page of the newpaper's October 12 edition. This article goes into some de: . 
on various clandestine and quasi-clandestines that are headquartered in Dade County (irf . 
Miami). There is a considerable amount of interesting material in this piece, which I - 
summarize by topic. 

L» Voz del CID. Chardy reports (hat CID initially operated a transmitter in 1981 from US 
territory, but (hat it moved "abroad" after "the FCC stepped in." Programming is produce 
Dade County for relay over the clandestine transmitters that we hear on frequencies sue- _ 
6305, 9941.6, and 11940 kHz. {The specific unlicensed transmitter QTH "abroad" a 
mentioned in the article). Although Huber Matos still heads the CID organization, its La '■ . 
del CID radio operation is directed by Angel de Fan*. The Herald article features a big pict_ : 
of de Fana al the microphone. He says that CID currently has a cash flow problem, so il 
the midst of a major fundraising campaign that has only been partially successful. Thus, La \ : . 
del (ID has laid off some personnel, and is considering reductions in its longtime 24 hour 7 tfc 
per week schedule. 

La Voi de Alpha 66. Chardy's Herald article recounts information on this station that is aire; 
iamiliar lo many clandestine DX-ers. Alpha 66 is one of the most radical of die South Flor s 
anti-Castro groups. Their old pure clandestine transmission] (on 6666.6 kHz) eminated fror 
mobile van that circulated through southern Florida. Diego Medina, formerly a medical doc:: 
in the Cuban army and now a Miami physician, ran both the station and the van. The Her; 
says that the first Alpha 66 broadcasts took place in 1980, and thai "It took 10 years, but firii 
in 1990 the FCC located the Alpha 66 mobile transmitter and shut il down," (NOTE: This . 
certainly baloney. The regular thrice-weekly Alpha 66 shows were scheduled like clockwo: 
and the FCC definitely could have easily DF'ed and busted the stalion much earlier if it 11 
policy authority to do so). The Miami newspaper says that Alpha 66 programs are now produc: 
at 'a small studio on West Flager Street (in Miami)' at the Alpha 66 headquarters. The sho 
are mailed weekly to WHRI for shortwave relay. Medina is still the chief executive at 
station. 

La Voz de la Fundacion and Radio Swan. Regular ACE readers are familiar with the ra~ 
of Jorge Mas Canosa, who heads both the Cuban American National Foundation and d 
Radio/TV Marti advisory board. Chardy's article contains a fascinating allegation about Ml 
that Mas was on die CIA payroll (I) in (he early 1960's as a commentator on clandestine Ra: 
Swan (later renamed Radio Americas). This station operated before, during, and after the h 
of Pigs invasion of Cuba on 1 160 and 6000 kHz. Chardy points out that the current La Voi at 
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la Fundacion traces its history to 1989, The director at the station is a woman named Ninoska 
Perez, whose picture is in the paper despite the fact that she "declined comment." 

The 1970's. 1 will quote just one full paragraph from Chardy's UejahJ article. "After the Day 
of Figs debacle, shortwave exile radio went off the air." (NOTE: Radio Americas lasted well 
past the mid- I960's). "Limited broadcasts resumed in the late 1970's with some maverick exiles 
beaming clandestine broadcasts from vans and basements. The Federal Communications 
Commission cracked down." 

Cuban Radio Ratings. The Miami Hliali lists two speculative sources for current radio station 
ratings within Cuba. Ciiardy interviewed "dozens of recently arrived Cubans" at the 'Church 
World Service" office, which he identifies as "one of several refugee aid organizations in 
Miami. " He also obtained ratings estimates from Scott Michael, director of program evaluation 
at the Office of Cuba Broadcasting (which operates Radio Marti and TV Marti). The refugees 
claimed that Radio Marti is the II station in Cuban ratings, followed by several commercial 
Miami radio stations such as WQBA. Scott Michael agreed with this assessment, adding La Voz 
de la Fundacion and La Voz del CID after the Miami commercial stations. Both ratings estimates 
totally eliminate domestic Cuban broadcasters such as Radio Rebelde, which undoubtedly 
command significant domestic ratings shares among the Cuban population. This omission is 
undoubtedly a reflection of the sources used by Chardy for the ratings estimates. 

We seldom see a detailed review like this of clandestine stations in mainstream newspapers. 
Obviously, this particular article was full of interesting data. All of us thank Mark for calling 
this 10 our attention. 

VOICE OF HUMAN RIGHTS A ND FREEDOM FOR IRAN 

AC!-: member Rob Ross of Ontario reports good reception of this clandestine station's relatively 
new 9350 kHz frequency on September 6 between 0303-0320+ UTC, He noted patriotic band 
and choral music, as well as long talks in Farsi with multiple mentions of Iran. They gave 
addresses in the USA and Germany over the air. But, as we described in detail in last month's 
October Clandestine Profile, Rich D'Angelo's QSLand detailed station information enclosures 
recently came via 18 bis Rue Violet, 75015 Paris, France. 

ZmDEL 

Have any of you actually been listening to Ernst Ztindel's "Voice of Freedom' program on 
WKNO? I won't mention any names, but I have received some correspondence directed to 
Monitoring Times that complains about my MT characterization of Zundel's slow as "fascist." 
I'd like to hear some independent evaluations. Is the Voice of Freedom really an overtly fascist 
far right clandestine, or has this point been exaggerated in the hobby and in this column? The 
slum has been scheduled UTC Sundays at 2100 on 15420 kHz via the WRNO transmitter, but 
I assume that it may have now moved to 2200 UTC because of the end of daylight time. This 
schedule is also subject to preemption if the New Orleans Saints play one of the 2100 UTC NFL 
games on a Sunday afternoon. Your evaluation of Ztindel's program content will be very 
welcome; send it in! 

COOPER 

Lasi month we discussed William Cooper's "The Hour of Time" program. ACE member Alan 
Ncubauer of Illinois sends in a schedule update. The show has moved to 5810 kHz, which is a 
relatively new WWCR service. This program ran during the summer at 0400 UTC Tuesdays 
through Saturdays, but I suppose that a shift to 0500 UTC will be associated with the move to 
standard time in most of the USA. 

BUST OF SAN FRANCISCO LIBERATION RADIO 

ACE member Patrick Crumhorn of Texas forwards some interesting copy from the PeaceNet 
BBS about a September 22 "bust" of San Francisco Liberation Radio. About 20 San Francisco 
police officers, accompanied by FCC agent David Doon, brieOy detained Richard Edmondson 

nf the station. Eight squad cars totally blocked Webster Street in San Francisco during the 
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modem, during which I idmoiidson was brielly handcuffed. When lUe police found out dial ihcy 
didn'l have a dangerous criminal on their hands, ihey allegedly were exasperated by ihe facl that 
Doon of ihe FCC had wasied police time and manpower. The officers released Edmondson. 

PeaceNei gives a schedule Tor San Francisco Liberation Radio as 0400-0600 UTC Thursdays and 
Saturdays on 93.7 inHz. Radio Free Berkeley, another local "micro power* pirate/clandestine, 
is scheduled on the same frequency on UTC Mondays between 0500-0800. A contact telephone 
number of (510) 464-3041 is listed. Patrick says that during a recent trip lu the Bay Area, he 
couldn't hear Ihe broadcats. He also notes that Bay Area newspapers did not cover Ihe bust 
incident. It is unclear from the PeaceNet copy if the FCC plans follow-up action 

MT CONVENTION 

t attended the 1993 Monitoring Times Convention, which was held at the Atlanta Airpoort 
Hilton Hotel on October 14-17. Rob Keeney has asked me lo print a short report on this event, 
so here it is. 

1ik.iI attendance slightly exceeded 300 again tins year. Several current and former ACE 
members were there. Literally dozens of seminars on shortwave topics were held. This included 
a pirate radio session and a clandestine session, both hosted by your editor. They were well 
attended, and lively discussion ensued. An unusually rich supply of door prizes included about 
a dozen 1COM R-l's and two ICOM R-7100's. I regret lo reporl that 1 won none of these as 
usual, although my good friend Mike Wolfson of Ohio (SPEEDX Utility editor) won one of the 
R-l's. Reuben Dagold, head honcho ai ADXR, was another R-l winner. 1 won't list all of the 
speakers, bui many well known DX personalities spoke, including people such as Larry Magne, 
Fred Osterman, Larry Van Horn, Skip Airey, Bob Grove, ihe head of die English section at 
Radio Romania, her counterpart at Radio Finland, etc. 

As usual, the main highlight of the convention was a series of endless conversations with DX 
ir lends in places like the bar. Drake unveiled a new receiver lhai apparently is designed (o 
compete with ihe Lowe 150 and Yaesu 100. ICOM announced that their entire product line will 
be revised by late April of 1994, when the idiotic congressional prohibition against sale of 870 
inHz scanners in the USA becomes effective. Thus, the time lo buy a new ICOM 9000, 7100, 
or R-l is now . 

The first annual PopComm convention was held a couple of weeks earlier in Virginia Beach. 
Andrew Voder and other ACE members attended, so I'll let Andy describe Uiese festivities. I 
unfortunately couldn't make the PopComm conference because of a serious conflict at work. 
Attendance was about 75 at PopComm's event, bul they are encouraged by this initial response, 
and I hear that ihey will try it again next year in conjunction with Ihe large concurrent Virginia 
Hrach Hamfest. 

It is always great to see fellow ACE members at evenis like these. The next big event will be 
the annual Winter SWL Festival in Kulpsville, Pennsylvania, which transpires in March. ACE 
will print a Fest announcement shortly. It is time to begin making your plans to attend the Fest, 
and I hope to see many of you there again this year. 

YUP1TERU MVT-7 ' M 

This is not normally a column that features equipment reviews, bul I make an exception litis 
month. In mid-September I went to an Orioles-Athletics baseball game in Baltimore with 
AN ARC Nei Control and NASWA Executive Director Bob Brown. We were joined by ACE 
members Hans Johnson and Rich D'Angelo. A very good time was had by all. Bob brought a 
piece of equipment with him thai I had never heard of before: ■ Yupiteru MVT-7 100 handheld 
scanner. In fact, I never had previously heard of the Yupiteru company. 

Bob Brown demonstrated Ihe MVT-7100 on a streeicorner in downtown Baltimore, and in the 
bleachers at the Orioles' Camden Yards stadium. I was stunned. This is one helluva radio! I 
now own one. The receiver covers 530 kHz through 1650 mHz continuously (sic). The bad news 
is that the medium wave section (530 kHz lo about 2000 kHz including the MW pirale band) is 
prctiv insensitive, working only on local stations. But, from aboui 2500 kHz on up, this radio 
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actually works reasonably well on HF! It's no NKD-535, and it isn't even as good as a Sony 
2010. But, ii does pull in all of the major shortwave broadcasters. For instance, clandestine 
reception of La Voi del CID and Radio Caiman is very decent in the evenings on II meters 
On HF shortwave, AM/FM/USB/LSB modes art supported, with wideband FM also available 
Tor reception of broadcast TV and FM stations The sideband modes actually work, both on 
hamband signals and on RFPI's USIJ transmitter from Costa Rica. This means thai the receiver 
will provide decent reception of all pirate broadcasts, regardless of mode or frequency (except 
medium wave as mentioned already). The receiver tunes in several different tuning step 
increments thai are as small as I kHz in AM/FM and 50 Hz (sic) in LSB/USB. (Ill) Tuning is 
accomplished by very good scan/search modes, slewing buttons, and/or a tuning knob. 

The scanner pail of the radio (VHF/UHF/GIIZ) is absolutely first rale. It works astonishingly 
well. I have found ihai ihe scanning software in most scanners is excessively complex and 
confusing. Somebody did a superb job when they wrote the Yupitcru software, which is quite 
straightforward and pretty easy to learn and remember intuitively. The radio has 1 ,000 memories 
thai store modc/frequency/elc, numerous scanning modes, and a very solid front end by 
handheld scanner standards. As far as I am concerned, this is the first (and only) wideband 
handheld scanner that actually works on HF shortwave frequencies with any degree of 
acceptability. I highly recommend that you go buy one at once. A reasonably detailed and pretty 
accurate review of the receiver was printed in die October issue of Monitoring Tjrjjejj. 

There are some downsides to this receiver. It could use (but does not have) i narrow filter on 
HF. AGC action (if any) is pedestrian. While the front end is sjipejji by scanner standards, it 
is pretty flimsy by shortwave labletop or even quality shortwave portable standards. The radio 
works fine with a supplied IvS fool whip antenna. But, when I hooked up my outdoor Antenna 
Supermarket Sloper to the 7100, it overloaded like crazy on 90 meters from local Cleveland 
medium wave transmitter intermod (As long as you slick with a whip antenna of some kind, 
the overload/iniermod situation is quite good). The 7I0O is very pricey in the J550-J575 US 
range. Few USA dealers sell it, but I got one shipped in 10 days from laviation in Bradford, 
England. For info, their telephone number is 01 1 44-274-732146. Javiation shipped my 7100 
via FEDEX two day delivery, which look seven days. (FEDEX should quit spending their 
money on commercials, and put the funds into their actual delivery business). Javiation ships the 
radio with a clear owners manual written by them in the UK; it's no typical cheap and confusing 
Japanese translation. 

As I briefly mentioned above in relerence to ICOM. Congress and the FCC are implementing 
an absolutely scandalous ban on the sale of receivers in the USA that pick up 870-890 inHz. 
Tins horribly fascist policy should embarrass the Washington polilicans and bureaucrats, but 
these swine clearly have no shame. The man on Ihe street in Russia can buy radios like this, but 
the USA is prohibiting them. 1 guess that if you want to live in a country that respects individual 
freedoms and shines as a beacon of liberty, you have to move to a place like Russia. (Canada 
is a closer alternative). Anyway, you have a little less than 6 months to purchase a receiver with 
875 mHz coverage before the fascists and Nazis at the FCC ban them in Amerika. If you can 
scrape up 514 or 6 big ones, the Yupiteru MVT-7100 is your best bet. 

I spoke with Bob Grove about this. 1 admit up front ihai I work for his magazine, so you can 
consider my bias. But. I think that Bob is unquestionably one of the top scanner experts in the 
world. 1 also think that he has done more lhan any other person in recent years (o integrate the 
scanning and shortwave listening segments of our hobby. Bob says that Grove Enterprises will 
not be selling the Yupiteru MVT-7100 because it is not currently PCC type accepted. But, Bob 
told me (and announced at the MT Convention) that he is an extremely happy owner of a 
Yupiteru MVT-7100. In Bob's opinion, if is by far the best handheld scanner that is currently 
manufactured and marketed to the general public, He loves ill My own experience is that Bob 
is right on this one.
